ISRAELI DCM - MET THIS MORNING WITH MINISTERCHANAN EAR-ON 
OF THE ISRAELI EMBASSY. WE EXCHANGED VIEWS ON THE 
SITUATION IN AFRICA IN GENERAL AND DISCUSSED, IN 
PARTICULAR, THE PRESENT TROUBLE SPOTS, ANGOLA, 

SPANISH SAHARA AND THE HORN OF AFRICA. HE INDICATED 
THAT ISRAEL HAS MAINTAINED MANY AFRICAN CONTACTS 
BUT HAS MADE NO BREAKTHROUGH ON THE REESTABLISHMENT 
OF RELATIONS. 

ZAIRE AID DIRECTOR - I MET WITH OUR AID DIRECTOR FROM 
ZAIRE. FERMINO SPENCER, WHO BROUGHT ME UP TO DATE ON 
THE VARIOUS FOREIGN ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS IN ZAIRE.

MEETING OF THE ATLANTIC COUNCIL OF THE UNITED STATES. 

A SYMPATHETIC AUDIENCE. 
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QUAINTON SWEARING-IN - TONY QUAINTON, OUR NEW 
AMBASSADOR TO THE CENTRAL AFRICAN REPUBLIC WAS 
SWORN IN THIS AFTERNOON. 

GUINEA AMBASSADOR - 1 MET WITH GUINEAN AMBASSADOR BAH. 
WHO PAID HIS INTRODUCTORY COURTESY CALL. WE AGREED 
THAT BILATERAL RELATIONS WERE GENERALLY GOOD, 

IN SPITE OF DIFFERENCE OF OPINION ON MANY ISSUES. 

BAH MENTIONED THE EXCELLENT COOPERATION BETWEEN 
HIS GOVERNMENT AND U.S. PRIVATE INVESTORS IN GUINEA. 

I TOOK THE OCCASION TO REITERATE OUR POSITION ON ANGOLA. 

TOMORROW - I WILL BE MEETING WITH STAFFERS FROM

CHILE - I HAD LUNCH WITH CONGRESSMEN TOBY MOFFETT 
AND GEORGE MILLER. THEY ARE THINKING OF GOING TO CHILE. 

I TALKED ABOUT OUR CHILE ATTITUDES. 

EXECUTIVE-DIPLOMATS - I ALSO BRIEFED THE 
BUSINESSMEN ATTENDING THE EXECUTIVE DIPLOMAT MEETINGS. 
THEY WERE KEEN FOR YOUR TRIP, AND CURIOUS ABOUT THE 
PARTICULAR BUSINESS ISSUE IN EACH CAPITAL. 

COLOMBIAN VISIT - AMBASSADOR TURBAY, WHO IS 

ALSO VICE PRESIDENT OF COLOMBIA, CAME IN AND OFFERED 

TO BRIEF YOU PRIOR TO THE TRIP. WE VERY POLITELY 

TURNED HIM OFF WITH EXCUSES OF YOUR HEAVY SCHEDULE AND 

YOUR NEED TO SPEND TIME IN BOSTON. HEW RYAN HEARD HIM OUT 

AT LENGTH ON THE INTERNAL POLITICAL SITUATION IN BOGOTA.

UNDERSECRETARY ROBERTO GUYER CAME IN FOR A COURTESY 
SECRET

CALL. WE DISCUSSED THE LATEST DEVELOPMENTS ON THE CYPRUS 
TALKS AND HIS IMPENDING SWING THROUGH THE MIDDLE EAST, 
PLUS HIS ASSESSMENT OF THE ARAB MOOD IN WAKE OF THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE LAST MONTH. HE IS PREOCCUPIED 
WITH THE MAY 30 DEADLINE FOR EXTENSION OF UNDOF AND THE 
NEED FOR AT LEAST SOME COSMETIC MOVEMENT TO KEEP THE 
SYRIANS ON RESERVATION. 

2. AMBASSADOR FRANK DALE, FROM GENEVA, IS HERE TO CON- 
SULT FOR A FEW DAYS ON A VARIETY OF ISSUES. WE DISCUSSED 
PARTICULARLY THE PROGRESS OF OUR ILO REFORM EFFORT. 

3. AT MCCLOSKEY'S SUGGESTION, I MET IN THE OFFICE OVER 
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DRINKS WITH ABOUT TWENTY SENATE AND HOUSE STAFFERS FOR 
INFORMAL REVIEW OF OUR APPROACH TOWARD THE UN AND THEIR 
MAJOR CONCERNS. WE HAD A FREEWHEELING AND I THINK EX- 
TREMELY USEFUL EXCHANGE, WHICH WE WILL FOLLOW UP WITH 
SOME SMALLER SESSIONS IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 

4. NO FORMAL SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING YET ON THE 
DJIBOUTI PROBLEM. MOYNIHAN IS MEETING PRIVATELY WITH 
FRENCH AND SOMALI REPRESENTATIVES IN A "GOOD OFFICES” 

EFFORT AT THE REQUEST OF THE OTHER COUNCIL MEMBERS. IT 
IS POSSIBLE THAT THE SOMALIS MAY DECIDE NOT TO INSIST 
ON FORMAL COUNCIL ACTION. 

EA - MR. HABIB 

MICHIGAN TRIP. I RETURNED TO WASHINGTON THIS MORNING 
FOLLOWING SPEAKING ENGAGEMENTS YESTERDAY AT THE UNIVERSITY 
OF MICHIGAN AND THE DETROIT COMMITTEE ON WORLD AFFAIRS. I 
FOUND THE AUDIENCES VERY RECEPTIVE TO OUR CURRENT ASIAN 
POLICY. I ALSO HAD OPPORTUNITY TO EMPLOY THE THEME WHICH 
YOU HAVE RECENTLY ADDRESSED, I.E., THE NEED FOR THE U.S. 

TO CEASE ITS SELF-FLAGELLATION AND DEVELOP A NATIONAL 
FOREIGN POLICY CONSENSUS. AT THE DETROIT APPEARANCE I 
FOUND GREAT SYMPATHY FOR THE EXECUTIVE BRANCH'S POSITION 
VIS-A-VIS THE CONGRESS IN OUR EFFORTS TO DEVELOP AN 
EFFECTIVE FOREIGN POLICY. 

SECRET 
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JAPANESE DIET DELEGATION. I MET TODAY WITH FOUR MEMBERS OF 
THE JAPANESE DIET, REPRESENTING THE LDP, JSP AND KOMEITO. 

THEY WERE PRIMARILY INTERESTED IN US-JAPAN RELATIONS, CHINA 
AND KOREA. THE JSP REPRESENTATIVE RAISED THE ISSUE OF 
POSSIBLE US-NORTH KOREAN CONTACTS, AND I EMPLOYED THE 
OPPORTUNITY TO SET FORTH OUR POSITION IN FORCEFUL TERMS. 

ROKG ACTIVITIES IN THE US. I CALLED IN KOREAN AMBASSADOR 
HAHM TO DISCUSS A CHARGE BY A DAYTON UNIVERSITY PROFESSOR 
(OF KOREAN ORIGIN) THAT AN OFFICIAL OF THE KOREAN EMBASSY 
HAD ENGAGED IN HARASSMENT OF HIM. HAHM. AND THE OFFICER 
INVOLVED, EXPLAINED THE CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE CALL ON THE 
PROFESSOR, AND STATED THAT NO THREATS HAD BEEN MADE AGAINST 
THE PROFESSOR. ACCORDING TO HAHM, THE PROFESSOR IS WELL- 
KNOWN FOR HIS ANTI-ROKG POSITION. I ALSO TOOK THE OPPOR- 
TUNITY TO POINT OUT TO HAHM THAT BOTH THE HIRC AND FBI 
CURRENTLY ARE INVESTIGATING CHARGES OF ALLEGED KCIA 
HARASSMENT OF KOREAN CITIZENS IN THE LOS ANGELES AREA. 

MINISTER OF ISRAELI EMBASSY. ISRAELI MINISTER HANAN BAR-ON 
CALLED ON ME THIS AFTERNOON. WE HAD A GENERALLY DESULTORY 
DISCUSSION ON ASIA. THE MINISTER SKETCHED FOR ME THE 
DECLINING SUPPORT FOR ISRAEL EVIDENT IN THE ASIAN REGION, 
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WHICH HAS BECOME ESPECIALLY NOTEWORTHY SINCE THE EPISODE 
OF THE ARAB OIL EMBARGO. HE STATED THAT THE ISRAELIS 
ACCEPT THIS STATE OF AFFAIRS, AND THAT THERE ARE STILL A 
FEW ASIAN NATIONS WHICH SUPPORT ISRAEL. 

FURTHER DISCUSSIONS BETWEEN MOBIL OIL AND VIETNAMESE 
AUTHORITIES. DAVID WARD, MOBIL VICE PRESIDENT, PHONED 
LES EDMOND TODAY TO STATE THAT HE HAD JUST RETURNED 
FROM PARIS WHERE HE HELD FURTHER CONVERSATIONS WITH 

EA - MR. HABIB 

HANOI REPRESENTATIVES. HE SAID THE LATTER ARE ANXIOUS 
TO MOVE AHEAD WITH OFFSHORE OIL DEVELOPMENT. MOBIL EX- 
PECTS TO APPROACH US FORMALLY WITH A REQUEST THAT AN EX- 
CEPTION BE MADE TO THE FOREIGN ASSETS CONTROL REGULATIONS, 
THUS PERMITTING MOBIL TO PARTICIPATE IN DEVELOPING ITS 
FORMER CONCESSION TOGETHER WITH ITS FRENCH AND JAPANESE 
SECRET 
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PARTNERS. WARD INDICATED A FALL-BACK POSITION FOR MOBIL 
MIGHT BE TO RETAIN AN OPTION ALLOWING IT TO BE A FUTURE 
PARTNER. MOBIL WOULD BE REQUIRED TO TAKE UP OR REJECT 
THE OPTION AS SOON AS SIZEABLE FUNDING FOR THE PROJECT 
PROVED TO BE NECESSARY, PROBABLY IN ABOUT TWELVE MONTHS. 
THE ULTIMATE DECISION WOULD BE DETERMINED BY THE US 
GOVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE AT THAT TIME.

- I CONFERRED WITH MESSRS. INGERSOLL AND ROBINSON REGARD- 
ING KUWAIT EXPROPRIATIONS. 

I APPROVED FOR YOUR CONSIDERATION DRAFT RESPONSE TO 
ATTORNEY GENERAL LEVI ON PROPOSED LEGISLATION FOR ELECTRON- 
IC SURVEILLANCE. 

- I CONFERRED WITH MAW AND OTHERS REGARDING THE FREEDOM 
OF INFORMATION ACT. 

- FELDMAN COMMENTED ON MR. FEAREY'S SPEECH ON U.S. POLICY 
ON TERRORISM. 

- FELDMAN MET WITH AMB DALE AND MR. MOREY TO DISCUSS 
HARVEY KAPNICK S PROPOSALS FOR AN INTERNATIONAL ADVISORY

EUR - ARTHUR A. HARTMAN 

TURKISH AID. AFTER TALKING WITH ME THIS MORNING, BILL 
MACOMBER MET WITH A GROUP FROM THE HIRC, INCLUDING 
HAMILTON, BUCHANAN, WHELAN, SOLARZ, FASCELL, BINGHAM AND 
FRASER TO BRIEF THEM ON OUR RELATIONS WITH TURKEY AND URGE 
THE COMMITTEE TO REPORT A BILL THAT WOULD FURTHER RELAX 
THE TURKISH EMBARGO, INCLUDING AUTHORIZATION FOR SOME FMS 
CREDIT. HAMILTON THOUGHT THERE WERE TWO POSSIBLE SCENAR- 
IOS: (A) THE COMMITTEE WOULD TREAT TURKEY AS THE SENATE 
BILL DID, PERMITTING FMS SALES BUT LEAVING ALL RESTRICTIONS 
ON CREDIT AND GRANT AID. HE THOUGHT THIS COULD PASS THE 
COMMITTEE AND THE HOUSE; OR (B) THE COMMITTEE WOULD ADD 
AUTHORIZATION FOR SOME FMS CREDIT. THIS MIGHT PASS THE 
COMMITTEE, BUT WOULD MOST LIKELY BE DEFEATED ON THE FLOOR. 

CAGLAYANGIL VISIT POSTPONEMENT. GREEK AMBASSADOR 
ALEXANDRAKIS TELEPHONED BRUCE LAINGEN TO PROBE WHAT MIGHT 
BE BEHIND THE POSTPONEMENT OF THE CAGLAYANGIL VISIT. 
ALEXANDRAKIS PROFESSED TO BE CONCERNED BECAUSE OF THE 
DELAYED OPPORTUNITY TO PUSH THE TURKS ON CYPRUS. BUT HE 
WAS ALSO MODESTLY ENCOURAGED BY SOME PROGRESS IN GETTING 
THROUGH THE THICKET THAT HAS OBSTRUCTED SCHEDULING THE 
INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS. (WE UNDERSTAND THE UN WILL ANNOUNCE 
TOMORROW RESUMPTION OF THE TALKS IN VIENNA ON FEBRUARY 17.) 

CYPRIOT MISSING PERSONS COMMITTEE. A DELEGATION FROM 
THE COMMITTEE CALLED ON LAINGEN TODAY TO REAFFIRM THEIR 
HOPE WE WOULD USE WHATEVER INFLUENCE WE COULD BRING TO 
BEAR ON THE TURKS TO PERMIT AN IMPARTIAL, NON-POLITICAL 
FACT-FINDING GROUP TO GO TO TURKISH-HELD CYPRUS AND TRY 
TO DETERMINE ONCE AND FOR ALL THE FATE OF THE OVER 2,000 
MISSING GREEK-CYPRIOTS WHOM THE COMMITTEE ALLEGES ARE 
STILL UNACCOUNTED FOR. LAINGEN SAID WE WOULD DO WHAT WE 
COULD BUT WARNED AGAINST ANY ILLUSION OF THE INFLUENCE 
WE MIGHT HAVE WITH THE TURKS ON THIS ISSUE. 

PORTUGAL. 

AT CARLUCCI'S REQUEST, LAINGEN TELEPHONED AN EXECUTIVE 
VICE PRESIDENT OF CHEMICAL BANK OF NEW YORK TO ASK THAT 
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THE BANK TAKE ANOTHER LOOK AT A DECISION AGAINST RENEWAL 
OF DOLS 5 MILLION ONE- YEAR LOAN TO A PORTUGUESE UTILITY. 
LAINGEN EMPHASIZED OUR BELIEF THAT THE PORTUGUESE TREND 
IS NOW MORE FAVORABLE AND THAT A SYMPATHETIC DECISION 
COULD BE HELPFUL IN CONTRIBUTING TO CONFIDENCE ABOUT THE 
ECONOMY WHICH WILL BE A CRUCIAL FACTOR AFFECTING THE PO- 
LITICAL TREND. THE BANK OFFICIAL WAS NON-COMMITTAL BUT 
SAID HE WOULD REVIEW THE MATTER. 

NEA - MR. ATHERTON 

1 . I HAD AN INFORMAL TALK TODAY WITH ROBERTO GUYER, 

WHO IS LEAVING FEBRUARY 20 AS SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM'S 
REPRESENTATIVE FOR A VISIT TO CAIRO, DAMASCUS, AMMAN, 
JERUSALEM AND MOSCOW. GUYER SAID THE SECRETARY GENERAL 
IS SENDING HIM IN RESPONSE TO THE URGING OF A NUMBER OF 
COUNTRIES THAT HE SHOULD "DO SOMETHING" ABOUT THE 
MIDDLE EAST SITUATION. GUYER SAID HE IS NOT CARRYING 
A "WALDHEIM PLAN" BUT WILL SIMPLY EXPLORE THE VIEWS OF 
THE PARTIES AND THE SOVIETS, WILL ALSO BE SEEING ARAFAT. 

AND WILL PASS ON HIS IMPRESSIONS TO US WHEN HE RETURNS, 
PROBABLY THE WEEK OF MARCH 8. I BRIEFED HIM IN GENERAL 
TERMS ON OUR OWN CURRENT THINKING, EMPHASIZING THAT WE 
WERE IN THE PROCESS OF ANOTHER ROUND OF CONSULTATIONS 
WITH THE PARTIES WHICH BEGAN WITH THE RABIN VISIT AND 
WILL INCLUDE EXCHANGES THROUGH OUR AMBASSADORS IN THE 
ARAB COUNTRIES, WITH A VIEW TO CRYSTALLIZING OUR OWN 
THINKING ABOUT THE MOST PRACTICAL WAY OF RESUMING THE 
NEGOTIATING PROCESS. 

2. LEBANESE AMBASSADOR KABBANI CAME IN TODAY FOR A 
GENERAL REVIEW OF DEVELOPMENTS IN LEBANON, ABOUT WHICH 
HE IS CAUTIOUSLY HOPEFUL. HIS PRINCIPAL CONCERN 

ARISES FROM THE REPORTS THAT THE ISRAELIS AND WE HAVE 
AGREED TO TRY TO GET A NEGOTIATION GOING WITH HUSSEIN. 

IN KABBANI'S VIEW, THIS WOULD HAVE AN ADVERSE IMPACT 
ON THE PALESTINIANS AND STRENGTHEN THE PALESTINIAN 
MILITANTS WITH POTENTIAL ADVERSE REPERCUSSIONS FOR 
LEBANON. I TOLD KABBANI THAT THIS REPORT WAS INCORRECT 
SECRET 
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AND THAT WE HAVE REACHED NO CONCLUSIONS ABOUT THE BEST 
WAY OF PURSUING THE NEGOTIATING PROCESS. 

3. BILL SEIDMAN CAME OVER FOR A BRIEFING BY SOBER AND 

ME ON THE SEVERAL MIDDLE EAST COUNTRIES WHICH HE WILL BE 
VISITING AS A MEMBER OF SECRETARY SIMON S PARTY LATER 
THIS MONTH. OUR BRIEFING COVERED MAINLY OUR INTERESTS 
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AND RELATIONS IN THE VARIOUS COUNTRIES IN THE CONTEXT 
OF THE SEARCH FOR PEACE IN THE REGION, AS WELL AS 
VARIOUS ASPECTS OF OUR BILATERAL RELATIONS WITH THE 
COUNTRIES IN QUESTION-SYRIA, SAUDI ARABIA, UAE, EGYPT 
AND ISRAEL.

1 . CONCORDE. SECRETARY COLEMAN EMERGED UNSCATHED IN THE 
FIRST TEST OF CONGRESSIONAL REACTION TO HIS DECISION ON 

THE CONCORDE. IN HIS APPEARANCE BEFORE THE GLENN ANDERSON 
AVIATION SUBCOMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE PUBLIC WORKS AND 
TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE, MOST MEMBERS EFFUSIVELY COMPLI- 
MENTED HIM ON THE THOROUGHNESS AND FAIRNESS OF HIS 
DECISION. EVEN BELLA ABZUG WAS RELATIVELY SUBDUED. 

SNYDER, WHO HAD CO-SPONSORED THE SIX-MONTH PROHIBITION ON 
CONCORDE LANDINGS ATTACHED TO THE ADAP BILL, REMARKED 
THAT HE THOUGHT COLEMAN S SOLUTION WAS PREFERABLE. 
STANTON, WHO HAD FATHERED THIS RIDER, REMAINED NEGATIVE, 
STILL SUGGESTING THAT LEGISLATION WOULD BE PREFERABLE- 
BUT WITHOUT MUCH PUNCH. WHILE THE AVIATION SUBCOMMITTEE 
MAY NOT BE FULLY REPRESENTATIVE OF CONGRESSIONAL VIEWS, 

WE BELIEVE ITS REACTION INDICATES AN IMPROVED ATTITUDE 
IN THE CONGRESS. COLEMAN APPEARS BEFORE THE SENATE 
COMMERCE COMMITTEE ON FEBRUARY 20 WHICH WILL PROVIDE A 
FURTHER TESTING OF THE WATER. 

2. SECURITY ASSISTANCE. THE HIRC ADJOURNED TODAY FOR 
LACK OF A QUORUM BEFORE COMPLETING ANY MARKUP. THIS 
AFTERNOON WE MET WITH DOD, AID, OMB, NSC AND TREASURY TO 
DISCUSS THE FORMAT OF THE FY77 SECURITY ASSISTANCE BILL. 

3. TURKISH EMBARGO. AT A MEETING WITH SEVEN HIRC 
MEMBERS TODAY, BILL MACOMBER URGED RELAXATION OF THE 
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TURKISH EMBARGO, INCLUDING AUTHORIZATION FOR SOME FMS 
CREDIT. HAMILTON THOUGHT THE COMMITTEE AND THE HOUSE 
MIGHT AGREE TO FMS SALES WHILE LEAVING ALL RESTRICTIONS 
ON CREDIT AND GRANT AID. AUTHORIZATION FOR SOME FMS
